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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are pending. 



2. Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to compounds and composition of formula I, classified in class 
546, subclass 216, depending on species election. If this group is elected, a 
further election of a single disclosed species is also required. 

IL Claim 4, drawn to bicyclic compounds, classified in class 546, subclass 115. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Compounds of group I and II differ in elements, bonding arrangements and chemical 
properties to such an extend that a reference anticipating one group would not render another 
group obvious. The search for one group is not require by the other group and is not coextensive 
of each other. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Sasao Kinashi on May 21, 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.

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In the instant case, then there could have been no patentability of all the claims over Bioorg. 
Med. Chem. Lett by another which anticipates group II. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
